liONDON, June 6. — A mass meeting 
in"liyde Park to protest against the 
government policy with regard to Ire- 
land -was held yesterday. Although 
there was a general drizzle of rain dur- 
ing the day a large number of Irish 
men and woipcn were present, but the 
attendance of the general public was 
limited. A procession of branches of 
tho home rule organization with bands 
and banners marched fromffTrafalgar 
Square to the park, where there was 
speaking from threp^ platforms. The 
•following resolutions were carried 
.,uniuQiKC)OUsly at each platform : — That 
tho''feo'vernraent is criminally responsi- 
ble for tho deplorable condition of Ire 
land; that the meeting summons tho 
government to suspend evictions and 
liberate persons arrested on suspicion; 
that Porater resign the office for^which 
ib«jhfta)3pr.(0!ed ^his. utter incapacity. 
Parnell appeared and was enthusiantic- 
ally.ji'.eceived. He made a speech up- 
braidiDg .the government for encourag- 
ing unjust evictions and read a letter 
from a priest of JSew Pallas, stating 
that Colonel Hare, on whose propeity 
a recent riotouB'^ eviction occurred, had 
during the last 25 years evicted 450 
persons. Parnell said that a serious 
responsibility will rest on the govern- 
ment if evictions continue. Irishmen 
are now becoming aware of the power 
of combination and passive resistance.

Capt. Bill, describing himself as an 
American journalist, was introduced to 
the Cork branch land league Saturday.

Uiider a tree lay a heap of bontieta, lia is, 
parasols, umbrellas, picnicking, baskets, 
fishing rods; boots and shoes, pieces of

ambulators. Ladies' hats, which yester- 
day shpne with all the elegance of the 
jnilliiior's art, , lay hero crushed, broken

Two or three times 
I was caught by. hands from beneath, and 
once I was nearly dragged under. It was 
horrible, to think of so many human be- 
ings perishing so miserably within twenty 
feet of the shore. As I could not swim I 
clung to the'reniaihs of a'post until I was 
rescued. Everything occurred so sudden- 
ly that there was no time for action. 

Miss Lillio Skinner, daughter of ox-Al- 
.derman Skinner, ivas lost under oapocial- 
ly painful circumstances. Her brother 
W.illia,m swam with her until within a few 
• feet-rif the' shore, when she was grasped 
by some drowning person and taken out 
of his reach. Mr. Skinner was so ex- 
hausted that he had not strength enough 
to reach out hia hand to save his sister. 
Mr. James Robertson, tho manager of the 
Bank of British North America, was sit- 
ting on the lower deck smoking, and when 
the upper dock gave way he was crushed 
below- tha decks and prevented from ris- 
ing to tho surface. His body was recov- 
ered, Thomas Smith, of London West, 
saw tho approach of the disaster and im- 
mediately caught hold of his little bro 
ther-in law, John McDonald, saying 
" I'll save you, Johnnie, if T die myself,' 
at tho same telling him to jump on his 
back. While thus making hia vay to tho 
shore a mauicaught hold, of Smith.'s legs 
and the two were landed in;Bafety.' -' 



Teachehs.in A QaANDAKT.'^The teach 
ers in the public schools are in a state of 
perplexity ovor the fact that they aro 
within two weeks of tho"Summer vacation 
and no arrangements made for the usual 
written examinations. It appears that 
the superintendent left for upriver just 
at the time "when his presence here seems 
to have been very necessary, as tho teach- 
ers dare not move a single step without, 
his sanction and approval. This written 
examination is supposed to occupy a week 
then tho examiners require another 
week with all their other duties on their 
hands to read papers and award marks 
so as to make known tho resul tat the pub 
lie examination. This they cannot now 
havd ,as only about six teaching days will 
intervene before public examination 
week and these will be required 'in ans 
wering the written ouestions even if tho 
superintendent shoald get hero to-day or 
to-morrow.

Reynolds vs. Job Batcholor, Eli Harri- 
Bjn, senior, and otliora. — • This waa an 
issue of fact as to the mental competence 
of'^tlie -plaintiff at the* 'date when' certain 
transfers of property were made in the in- 
terest of defendant. 

Mr. Pooley and Mr. Thoo, Davie for 
plaintiff; Mr. Jackson and Mr. ' Hett for 
defendants. 

Tile following-named tipecial jurors wore 
empaneled to try the issue: Thos. Earlo, 
O.S. Jones, (foreman), H. 0. Teideman, 
Joseph Wilson, Thos. Allsop, W. J. Jef- 
fieo, John Work and T. H. Tyo. 

During part of tlio proceodingg His 
Honor the Lieut.-Governor occupied a 
Buat in the court-room. 

Mr. Jacksun, in opening the caao, said 
that it was the first of the kind that 
had been tried in the province. The iasuo 
was yrhether at the date of the transfer of 
certain properties the plaintiff was in a 
sound state of mind. 

Mr. Davie drew attention to tlie irregu- 
larity of counsel for dofondants opening 
the case. 

The Chief Justice said the ruks were 
rather perplexed; but although doubtful 
ho thoiight that the onus probandi rested 
with the defendants. 

Mr. Jackson continued rapidly to state 
tlie main points of the case. In January, 
1879, defendant Batchelor purchased the 
book debts of plaintiff representing a 
value of §21,000, but really worth only 
95,000; real estato,mortgaged for 817,000, 
nearly its value; furniture mortgaged for 
moro than its value; the consideration be- 
ing the payment by Batchelor of 83, 150. 20. 
Everything that transpired on the part of 
defendants ;in connection with the pur- 
chase was honest and boncifuk. All the 
points were, explained to plaintiff, and his 
atate'ot mind >Yaa' :BUoh tliat enabled him 
to bargain with defendant Batchelor, and 
the arrangement, which v/as made at 
ChemainuB, was with the full consent and 
knowledge of plaintiff and his friends. 

Job Batcholor, one of the defendants, 
Bworn — On the 25th September, 1878, saw 
plaintiff at hk house, James Bay, in the 
preaence of Mr. StoUy, Mr. Nesbitt, Mr. 
Colin, Mr. Eli Harrison, jr., myself and 
Mr. Reyncilds; business matters wore 
talked of with a view to plaintiff disposing 
of his business; a proposal was made by 
Neabitt and Cohen with regard to my 
taking ,pver plaintiff's business. Nesbitt 
proposed that I should take over the busi- 
nuBS iand all plaintiff's property, for which 
T was to payhimSlOO per month during 
the term of his natural life, and he was to 
have the house at James Bay; I was to 
assumo all liabilities; Eli Harrison, jr. , 
prepared a memo, of agreement to which 
plaintiff and I agreed and G. Steily attest- 
ed [document read];, it was ai'ranged that 
I shouldfltteiid &tB6ynolds' business of- 
fice and look over affairs; plaihtiff did not 
come, and at the suggestion of Nesbitt I 
wont to Mr. Robertson's law offiuo, in- 
stead of Mr. McCreight's, as provided for 
in the memo, of agreement; iMr. Robert 
aon advised that I should take over the 
business ponding the carrying out; of the 
agreement; declined to follow the advice 
in consequence of the men who had charge 
of the business; Robertson then proposed 
that a power of attorney should be given 
Mr. Rithct; nothing took place until 
plaintiff wrote ma from Chemainus; i"o- 
ceivod a letter from T. G. Askew of Ohe- 
mainus; tlon't know where Reynolds' let- 
ter is now; [Askow's letter read] it ex- 
pressed opinion that Reynolds' mind was 
not quite clear, although improving, and 
stated that an arrangement for transfer o 
the business might be made safely; it 
added that Reynolds was far from well; 
that ho (Askew) had discharged Mitchell 
and that Reynolds had been served with 
a writ for monies due Batcholor. [This 
letter was neither dated nor signed and 
ended abruptly.] Witness did not know 
what had^becoinebf the latter part of tho 
letter. T , , ■; 

Mr. Davie — It has been in Batchelor'u 
hands aJl the time. He ought to know. 

At the request of tho jury tlio letter 
was handed thcra for identification. 

Tho Chief Jnstice said that no ono dis- 
puted the authenticity of the letter. Tho 
()uestion was, what'had become of the rest 

>Witne8s--^at^letter I received by post 
ahd X'wonrio Oliemainus to see ray uncle; 
he said he was sorry for having treated 
me badly and slandered my character; 
said lie wanted to compensate nio fur his 
treatment and wished me.to take over tho 
business: I made no overtures to take tho 
.business; Askew ndrew up an agreement 
.and it was forwarded to A. R. "Eo- 



bortson. [Agreement read. It provided 

for the takmg over of all tho property of 
plaintiff by dof ondan t. Copy of > a letter 
alleged to be signed by Reynolds, dated 
Chemainus, Nov. 19, 1878, addressed to 
A. R. Robertson, infonning him that he 
would see by the agreement what ho and 
his nephew wished to liave done.J|»;A>vi.i 

A^'itness — That copy was made by • me 
and signed by me;did not dictate the orig- 
inal copy nor did Askew, that I know of; 
Reynolds told mo ho had made a will in 
favor of Alex. Holmes; upon return to 
Victoria wroto Reynolds on 20th Novem- 
ber, 1878, from Victoria (letter read); it 
was kind and friendly ^in tone,and^aid 
parties in charge of business "declined to 
give it up; on 22nd November, 1878, re- 
ceived a letter from Reynolds expressing 
hia desire to liavo tho agreement made 
with his nephew carried out; received a 
letter from Askew aanio mail (letter read); 
it described a visit by tho then superin- 
tendent of police and "Coffee" Wilson 
to see Reynolds at Chemainus in the in- 
terest of the parties who then held the 
property; the notice of Uoynulds appoint- 
ing mo his attorney was given to the news- 
papers; I was not allowed to take posses- 
sion of tho business; think I consulted 
Dr. Trimble before going to Chemainus; 
shortly after that roy uncle returned to 
Victoria; Askew came with liim;ho came 
to my houio on Fisgard street; while ho 
staid there Reynolds played whist and 
read; Eli Harrison, sr, Askew and others 
wore there frequently; when we got pos- 
session of tho house at .Tames Bay Rey- 
nolds went to live there; a suit }^as pend- 
ing then; my uncle consulted Mr. Drake; 
Eli Harrison, sr.-, is' my father in law; he 
advised mo to have nothing to do with tho 
business ; had soon Nesbitt and Askew 
together; they advised mo to take over 
tho business; vvont with my wife to tho 
James B.-.y house at Reynolds' ro(iuc3t ; 
he looked about and said there w-ore a lot 
of rugs, clothing, an album, liquors and 
beer — two barrels of the lattep— which 
were missing ; there was always a 
good stock of liquors in tho house ; at 
James Bay we road and played cards as 
before; walked about Beacon Hill in tho 
evening; went sovoral times to my father- 
in-law's house; Reynolds, my wife and 
others dined at my fathor-in-law's house 
on Christmas Day, 1878; W. B. NichoUs 
came in tho evening; there wore dancing 
and all kinds of games in tho evening; 
Reynolds took part in all tho festivities; 
walked homo with him afterwards; saw- 
nothing at any time to lead mo to sup- 
pose that plaintiff was of unsound mind; 
made no overtures at any time for the pur- 
chase of tho business; Nesbitt and Askow 
made the first overtures on behalf of Rey- 
nolds; there were conveyances made to mo; 
was not always present when they were 
made; was present when two deeds were ox- 
eoutod by plaintiff in the presence of C. 
J. King; the furniture in the James Bay 
house has been valued by W, R. Olarko 
at S1400 or §1500, plate not included. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie for plain- 
tiff — Camo here in August, 1874, as a steer- 
age passenger, on my arrival my uncle 
took me to Wilson's and bought mo 



England; was surprised to hear on arrival 
here that several know the same thing — 
Mr. Botterell and Mr. McKeon, among 
others; Mr. Cohn hold a mortgage on 
tho furniture for SDuOG; never hoard him 
raving about the Jows turning him out of 
his house; never told Reynolds that he 
could not get out of debt; never told him 
that he could not get the naval salt beef 
contract without (witness') consent; 
when ho had an understanding about tho 
transfer of the business Eli Harrison was 
with witness; there was some talk about 
this transfer a short time previous to this; 
Mr. Robertson was Reynolds' legal .ad- 
visor at that time, but ho refused to act 
afterwards; did not know that the doctor 
had prohibited him from visiting Rey- 
nolds before he went to Chemainus; there, 
was a coolness between witness and 
Askew of Chemainus; had received a letter 
from Reynolds while ho was there; 
might have had a conversation with Dr. 
Trimble previous to this; Reynolds apolo- 
giznd to witness for tho letter of dismissal 
sent him; did not know all about Reynolds' 
business; the books were Qotkept in a 
proper manner. (Tho learned counsel 
hero rend tho letter of the plaintiff revok- 
ing tho power of attorney to A. Holmes 
and R. P. Rithot.) Witness did not 
know the liandwiting of tho draft of 
this letter; did not know tho object of al- 
lowing Reynolds to write that letter; 
might have thought there would bo trou- 
blu between himself and his undo some 
timo or other, and ho therefore kept 
copies of correspondence and documents; 
tho first suit was not instituted in his 
favor. 

Tho prayer of tho bill was then read by 
tho learned counsel for tho information 
of the jury. 

Witness wrts not ' inforested in the 

bill. 

To tho Chief .lust ice— Did not undor- 
stuuel tho inattur. 

Tho Chief Justice— The suit w-aa to 
cause you to give up two notes of S1800 
each ; wore you not interested in thatl - 
Witness — Yes, I was interested iagoti- 
ing it defeated; Mr. Drake was Mr. Rey- 
nolds' lawyer at tho time. 

To Mr. T. Davie— Did not know wlio 
employed Mr. Drake. 

Tho Chief J ustico — Mr. Drako'u uamo 
does not appear in the proceedings. 

Mr. T. Davie — No, my Lord ; but Mr. 
Drake assumed to act for Mr. Reynolds, 
and now Mr. Jackson, Mr. Drake's part- 
ner, appears against Mr. Drake's client. 

Another document was then road which 
came from Messrs. Drake t Jackson's 
ofiice in behalf ot Reynolds. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked chat there 
was nothing wrong in Messrs. Drake & 
Jackson acting as they were doing, as they 
uiiglic have boon missled. 

Cross-examination resumed— Reynolds 
.seemed to be all risht when ho came down 
from Chemainus; he wasvory sick; thought 
ho had dyspepsia, dysentry and ono thing 
or another; lio thought ho had something 
tho matter with his throat; believed ho 
was thon taking sleeping draughts; he had 
sleopleas nights occasion.^lly ; only gave 
hitn sleeping draughts when Dr. 'Trimble 



straw hat and a serge coat; went into my ordered them; ho was sometimes lively 



uncle's business in September; had £4 or 
£5 of my own .\vKen IIanded;heraay have 
given me a little pocket money; wheii I 

wont into the business I -was to bo book- 
keeper and general assistant; I drew out 
monies as I wanted them; dpn't know 
wh.it has become of the cash-book; I show- 
ed it to Reynolds in 1878 and have not 
seen it since; it showed 1 had drawn out 
SG40 in-fbur years; after business hours I 
went homo generally; have purchased 
jewelry at Redfern's; paid "Miss ^mith" 
840 and S50 at my uncle's request; he 
told me to do it for a particular reason; 
at that timo a suit was going on between 
"Mies Smith" and Goodacro-, I was in- 
structed to pay her the money; remember 
^?;hesft'Mi88 Smith lef^t; don't know that 
Eli Hitmaon, jr, was instructed to capiaj 
Miss Smith for a butcher bill; I. joiived the 
Oddfellows and Masons; lived part of the 
timo with my uncle; don't remember hav- 
ing any difficulty with my uncle in 1870 
about money matters; on one occasion I 
had a difficiilty with my uncle respecting 
my drawings &nd he said it did not mat- 
ter whether I kept them in a regular 
way or not; I put S500down as about tho 
amount I had drawn; do not remember a 
conversation of Reynolds with R. H. Wil- 
son respecting my not accounting for mon- 
ies I dr£!w; no regular cash book could bo 
kept from the w.ty business, was done; had 
no notification toproduco tho books. .... 

Mr. .Tackson — Tho receiver lias the 
books. 

Mr. Hett — Ho can only produce such 
books as your lordship desires him to. 

The Chief Justice— Tho receiver sits 
down on a technicality : tho jury will know 
what to think of that. 

Mr. Hett— I am willing they should do 
so. The receiver is porfeclly willing to 
produce any books your lordship re- 
quires. 

The Chief J ustico — What do I care i I 
don't want a cartload of books brought 
into court. If tho defendants don't wish 
tOjproduce theni the jury will draw their 
own inference! ' ■"■ 

Mr. Davie then' road a letter from 
Reynolds to Batcholor dated 17th July, 
1878, in which he (Reynolds) complained 
that defendant was living extravagantly, 
was drawing money from tho shop and 
giving no account of it;,w-as keeping com- 
pany with fast women; buying ancient 
coins and jewelry; joining the Oddfellows 
and Masons; wearing expensive clothes; 
lavishing large sums on MisR Smith and 
other w-omon; and after all that had only 
debited himself with §642 in three years; 
charging him with gross ingratitude and 
dishonesty and being unable to look tho 
writer in tho face, and that he wished 
to take the business and property from 
him. The letter concluded by dismissing 
Batcholor from- his employ and demanding 
that he (Batcholor) should never be seen 
on the premises again. 

Witness — I received that letter from 
my uncle; had made no overluroa to my 
uncle to give up tho business; ho offered 
mo half the business and suggested that 
Alex. Holmes and I should take the busi- 
ness; Reynolds has never been out of his 
mind to my knowledge; have always 
thought my undo treated me badly when 
he wrote that letter; I might have sent 
him two letters after receiving his letter 
of dismissal and got an interview; (letters 
read); in one of the letters I referred to 
my uncle's letter to me, which some of the 
men had copies of and were talking about, 
and about money ho owed me; he uent nio 
§220 which he had borrowed from me out 
of ^00 which ho Had given .ind; saSy Rey- 
nolds about' the 5th September; he said ho 
could givo mo no money in satisfaction of 
my claim for wages, but ho gave mo two 
notcb for which I receipted; don't know 
whore I got tho original receipt produced; 
he wroto one note and asked mo to write 
another; dou't know why he wrote down 
that "Job baa kopt no account must be a 
mistake, not intentional;" don't know 
when tho endorsement certifying to the 
correctness of my account was signed; it 
is dated Nov. , 1878; Reynolds is an 
uncle of mine — my father's brother; his 
right name is Wm, Batcholor; he eidisted 
in the U. B. Army and -deserted; heard it 
from hu father boforia I 'came but froni 



and sometime mopish; believed he made 
an affidavit shortly after he came down 
lato in November, 1878; did not remem- 
ber whether ho was present er not when 
that affidavit was signed; didi' not know 
who put the seal to it; did not know whe 
ther Mr. McLean or Mr. Reynolds was 
given to understand that it was not an 
affidavit;- believed ho was present when 
one affidavit was signed; Mr. Reynolds 
was never produced in Court during these 
proceedings, but he was once in Mr. Eli 
Harrison's office; remembered taking pos- 
session of Reynolds' clothing and jewelry 
on 1st January, 1879; ho was at his house 
then; any ono was allon-ed to see him; 
could not say who saw him; did not know 
that a current rumor was abroad that 
Reynolds had not been seen for a long 
time; ho was ashamed to be seen on ac- 
count of his general conduct and of losing 
money in iiuart?, mines; did not know 
wliat money ho had inyested in-, stocks; 
did not know what personal effects ho re- 
ceived from Holmes. 

A difficulty here occurred about e. Hist 
of those articles not being forthcoming. 

His Lordship remarked that it was no 
wondor that papers were lost for he had had 
perhaps 160 or IGO different papers of all 
sizes to locik over, and it was with tho 
greatest difficulty that he could keep them 
together. He thought it would bo advis- 
able to adjourn while this document was 
being searched for. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Mr. Davio applied to have tho affidavit 
of Sister Mary Winifred read instead of 
examining her in open Court. 

Mr. Jackson opposed the application 
as no order had boon obtained from the 
tho Court, but ho would not object to the 
order being granted, which was done. 

Job Batchelor resumed — Have not 
found the lists w-hich Holmes handed to 
mo ; thought it advisable to go to Rey- 
nolds' James Bay house so that tho gar- 
den might be looked after ; don't remem- 
ber Reynolds going about the house mut- 
tering; my mother-in-law used to come to 
tho house; she complained of his not pro- 
perly dressing himself; I remonstrated 
with him; ho used to be a very tidy per- 
son; don't remember that ho was having 
sleeping draughts at this time; he com- 
plainod of a bad' throat and diarrhace; lie 
had medicine from Trimble; he remained 
at the house till ho wont to St. Joseph's 
Hospital in March, 1879; I went to his 
house in December; he laid about on the 
sofa and floor; ho wont out to the water- 
closet pretty often ; his conversation was 
rational; never heard him speak of springs 
in the floor or of getting soldiers, from 
Esquimalt; he seemed to be a groat deal 
■worse when ho went to St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital; while he was at the hospital he was 
restless and dissatisfied; remember him 
leaving tho hospital and coming over to 
my place in a blanket; tho Sisters applied 
for some ale and porter for him and I sent 
it; hired a man to look after him at tho 
hospital; don't know whether he was out 
of his mind or not; he always conversed 
rationally with me; never heard Dr. Trim- 
ble say Westminster was tho proper place 
for hiin; hoard of his breaking a lock and 
that ho was troublesome; am not aware 
that ho ever took possession of his keep- 
er's clothes; did not hear of his threaten- 
ing to kill himself at the hospital; when 
my -.vifo refused to give him sleeping 
draughts ho threatened to shoot himself; 
don't remember his trying to hang him- 
self or tolling him that he was too big a 
coward to do it; don't remember hia ask- 
ing to be allowed to remain at St. Joseph's; 
I took him away becduso the Sisters 
thought ho would do bettor outside; don't 
remember being told that he was getting 
better there; I did all I could to bring 
him round, and at his own suggestion I 
sent him to North Dairy Farm; my wife 
had a miscarriage on account of Mr. Rey- 
nolds' behaviour; I got some ono to look 
after him; he wouldn't go out by himself; 
tho man was not a keeper; remember his 
having baths, but don't romembor the 
doctor telling us to turn tho hose on him. 

Witness (to the Chief Justice)—! was 
about from G in the morning to 7 at night 
and I don't remombei anything about 
these matters. ■ - - . 



The Chief Justice — The wonder is that 
you remember the domestic calamity that 
happened. You seem to remember d.o- 
thing'at iill. It' is only two years ago; you 
ought to know something. 

Witness (shown conveyance) — Remem- 
ber Reynolds signing a docrment in tho 
presence of C. J. King; don't remember 
exactly what was in it; don't know that I 
was present when King signed tho second 
document; the papers all related to the 
transfer of the property; did not pay Rey- 
nolds anything w-hen tho deeds were ex- 
ecuted; I agreed to pay him ."^OOO and 
odd dollars. [Document read.] 

Registrar-General Aikraan produced 
certain bills of sale connected "with the 

matter and on filo;at his ofiice 

3 jVY>lpM33-!phiplc;I gave Reynolds 80 on 
two'occasioris; T wiA to 'give him 3000 
and odd dollars; think lindenmifiod Rey- 
nolds against any liabilities, but §2000 
liabilities camo in after the list was made 
out and I have paid them off. 

Mr. Davie asked for a certain docu- 
ment. 

Mr. Jackson said be had not got it. I 

am not his solicitor. 

Mr. Davie — You ought to have it. 'Who 
is his solicitor 1 Some ono must have it. 
Either you or tho witness have got even 
Reynolds' socka. 

Mr. Pooley said that Drake & Jackson 
had been Eatchelor's solicitors up to two 
or thrco weeks ago. 

Mr. Jackson—That is a statement con- 
trary to facts. 

Tho Chief Justice romarked that better 
care should be taken of documents. 

Mr. Davie .(to witness) — You agreed to 
givo plaintiff 550 a month. Did you do 
it? 

Witness — Yes, and a good deal muro. 
Mr. Davie— How mueh did you pay 

your brother William for boarding your 
uncle ( 

Witness — Thirteen dollars a month. 
Mr. Davie— That's very good. 
Witness — Yea, and very cheap, too, I 
think. 

Mr. Dpivio- Yes, eery cheap. 
Witness — Ho got what the rest of tho 
family got. 

The Chief Justice — It costs more to 
keop a horse. Tho witness acknowledged 
that ho is indebted to the plaintiff for 
everything he has in the world, and 
that plaintiff was in need of medical at- 
tondanoo and kind treatment, and yet he 
allows him only §13 a month to live on. 

Witness— I paid moro than $2000 of 
his debts than the list called for. 

Witness — After Dotterel and Deans had 
agreed that tho buildings at North Dairy 
Farm were worth §7300 Mr. Drake agreed 
to knock th.it valuation off entirely; sent 
■Reynoldfttb North j.Riiry farm; ho -was 
not inaiio to cook for tho men; was not 
made to cut cord wood; he had a feather 
bed and a good bedstead; did not send a 
man out to black his boots; ho had a pair 
of gum boots with a hole in them and 
other boots besides; ho had no keeper; he 
had tho same fare tho other men had; 
novor heard tho men growl about the 
food; never knew my brother (Mr. Batch- 
elor) to say tho food was not fit for a hog; 
don't remember his ever asking for clothes; 
he nakad for washing; (memo, in Rey- 
nolds' handwriting asking for meat and 
butter shown). It was brought to mo by 
H. Toogood; another memo, asking for 
§30 and provisions was road; lent my 
brother a watch of Reynolds'; tho watches 
are all where they ought to bo; on Good 
Friday last I bought Reynolds a pair of 
trowsers for $5; all the pants belonging to 
him were too fine fur ordinary wear; ho 
sent for a hat and my brother bought ono 
at Crosson'a fur himself; I did not scold 
him for buying a hat for Reynolds, but 
Reynolds had plenty of hats of his own; 
ho asked for clothing and I sent him his 
own which ho had worn before he -was 
taken sick; ho was not in r.ags and tattors 
and ho got all ho wanted. 

A bag full of clothes were hero pro- 
duced and tho counsel proceeded to 
empty the bag and hold up the articles — 
a pair of [mnts, a shirt and a hat; a rod 
undershirt created much merriment, bo 
ing of small size. 

Witness— Think Reynolds had plenty 
of bod clothes last winter; heard he used 
to draw his bed up to the fire to keep 
warm ; never wore Reynolds' chain ; did not 
wear his §325 stop-watch except to got it 
cloanod; don't remember receiving any 
letters from Reynolds' sisters; had en- 
closures for him which I gave him; my 
brother "Bill" Batchelor camo out of his 
own accord; did not toll him to como out 
hero; I live in Reynolds' house, 
it is nicely furnished; I pay my 
brother §65 a month and ray moth- 
er lives with him; I did not make 
her leave my home; did not say that it 
was luoky Reynolds was not shanghaied 
off to China; never agreed to send any 
amount to Reynolds' sick sister in Eng- 
land; think Askow owed Reynolds a bal- 
ance of §400; since the 1st January there 
is about §200 duo; when Askow failed I 
did not send in an account against tho 
estate; IpaidMcLean an account; I sold 
Roynolds5|)iatio and put a better one in 
its place.- 

Re-examined by Mr. Jackson — Know 
of no reason for not applying to Askow 
for payment of the account except that he 
had been put to expense and inconvou 
ienco on account of ray uncle; my broth- 
er's family is supplied with meat from tho 
shop without charge; the buildings at 
North Dairy have to be given up to the 
landlord at close of the lease; recollect 
when money was paid to Holmes that ho 
told me Reynolds was a damnable scoun- 
drel and for mo to get my money out of him 
as quick as I could; Mr. T. Davio and Eli 
Harrison were present when he said that, 
(laughter.) No intira.tcy leiisted between 
Miss Smith and myself and I never paid 
her any money except on Reynolds ac- 
count. Mias Smith had brought a suit 
against Goodacre and Reynolds encour- 
aged her to sue Goodacre so that he 
should be prevented from getting the 
naval contract; we were instructed by 
Reynolds, whenever «attle were coming 
down for Goodacre, to tell the woman and 
she would get on horseback and ride after 
him and anuoy him; Reynolds gave us 
those instructions and the suit was only 
dropped whan Mr. Drake, who acted for 
Goodacre, subpoenaed Reynolds and I; 
my uncle paid for] my. joining the Oddfel- 
lows and Slasons and he used to complain 
of my staying at home so much at night; 
whenever I was out lato I was visit 
ing Mr. Harrison's house ; I was 
married on the 12th July; my unde 
approved of my marriage and wished mo 
and my wife to live with him at his house; 
he^promised to got the house on Fiagard 
street fitted up for me; my uncle was too 
ill to come to the marria.ge, ho said; tho 
proposition was made by ray uncle thit 
Holmes and I should carry on the busi 
noss; but he (Reynold8)wa3 not financially 
able to como to terms; I had a sm.all col 
lection of old coins, most of which ] 
brought with me; I mado no secret of 
having tho coins; I used to make a little 
money by trading with stewards and by 
commissions on jewelry; I used to board 
merchant ships and treat the captains; my 
uncle allowed me to take tho cost of the 
troa.ts from tho business, 



bitt; Reynolds said he. wanted to scU his 
property and business to Batchelor; 
Batchelor camo in withEU Harrison, jr. ; 
tho book debts were valued at §24,000 

and thero was a mortgage on tho property 
of §17,500; he otved Cohn somotliiiig; 
Reynolds said if Batcholor would give 
him §100 a month for life and a homo in 
tho house he would give him all; (identi- 
fied memot-andum of agreement produced 
03 ono that was drawn up on this occasion) 
Reynolds thought §75 a month was 
enough; expected the business would be 
made over ne.vt day on terms of that 
agreement; Cohn said he would take out 
what wa,3 owing him in hides; Reynolds 
appeared to be in his right mind; ho said 
ho did not feel well; Kohn and he had had 
!a little quarrel and he was excited; w e 
advised nim to ask 8100 a month. 

To Mr. Pooley — Wo -were 3 or 4 hours 
consulting over this matt(;r. 

Mr. Jackson read tho aflidavit of T. 
Askew (deceased.) This document wont 
to show in substance that Reynolds had 
been prejudiced against his nephew by 
Holmes, Dudgeon and N. Mitchell and 
that when plaintiff discovered his mistake 
he was tho first to write Batchelor to Che- 
mainus and suggest the transfer of the 
property to him; voluminous of correspon- 
dence in connection with the affidavit was 
road; affidavit expressed the opinion that 
Reynolds was of sound mind. 

The Ohief Justice- Was Askew cross- 
examined? 

Mr. Jackson— He's dead. 
Tho Chief Justice— But ho was nut 
dead when ho made tho affidavit. 

Mr. Davie — The defence never gave us 
a chance to cross-examine any one. 

W. B. Nicholls, sv/orn — In December, 
1878, and previously, met Reynolds at 
tho house of Eli Harrison, senior; was 
there on the evening of Christmas day; 
went thereabout 8 o'clock; Reynolds was 
there; there wore several games and dances 
in which Reynolds took part; saw him 
dance in Roger de Coverloy; objected to 
dancing at first because hia head ached; 
he and Batcholor appearedon good terms; 
in the course of the evening supper was 
served, at which Reynolds participated; 
Mr. Askow was with him, and wo all 
walked in company with him down Fort 
street after the party was over; thought 
Reynolds was as sound in uiind as any of 
us; saw no difference in him to any ono 
else; had no idea ho was a crazy man. 
Cross-oxamined-Am a friend of tho Har- 
rison family; Mr. Reynolds, Mr. Askow 
and myself woro tho only ones present on 
that occasion; the party broke up be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock; spoke to Reynolds 
during the evening; don't remember what 
about; may have said it was a pleasant 
party and a fine oveniagi he played for- 
feits and danced with one of the children; 
he was going to waltz with Mrs. Harrison 
but said his head was (jiddy; am a paint- 
er and in business formysolf. 

Eli Harrison, sr., sworn. — Have known 
Batciielor since 1875; he is my son-in-law; 
was married mJuly, '78; ho was frequent- 
ly at my house before marriage ;hi:i uncle 
sometimes camo with hira;.in February, 
'78, Batohelorasked mo tobeo-ime Reynolds 
bondsman and I consented; ho took wit- 
ness by a circuitous route in his buggy al- 
leging that Goodacre wished to injure him; 
went on his bonds, my security expiring 
on the 31st July, 1878; at tho latter end 
of May, 1878, lieynolds informed mo that 
Batchelor was about to get married to my 
daughter and that ho (11.) wished him to 
live in hi.s house; but Job wished to live 
ill a cottage by himself and wife; ho spoke 
very highly of Batchelor; said that ho 
had only drawn some §300 all tho timo ho 
had been with him and there was §2000 
or$3000duo him; ho told mo he wish- 
ed mo to go through the cottage on Fis- 
gard street and see what was required to be 
done as he intended to put it in fine order 
and give it to Batchelor; about tho Ist of 
July Batchelor told me that his uncle 
could not let him have tho money that was 
coming to him and I said he could have a 
few hundred dollars if he wished it; about 
11^ o'clock ono night a man named Dud- 
geon camo to my house with aloller; after 
Reynolds camo back from Chemainus he 
told mo that he had been shanghaod by 
Holmes, Dudgoon and Wilson; I told him 
it was a wondor that they had not shang- 
haod him to China; ho said tho letter he 
sent Job was written for him and that ho 
signed it;ho wanted my forgiveness far the 
disgrace he had brought on my family; ho 
said ho was ashamed to go into the siroet 
bccauBo ho had misbehaved himself; _ ho 
frequently camo to my house; I visited 
him at James Bay often; saw him lying 
down before the fire on some rugs; ho 
said he had had a diarhoea over since 
Dr. Davie treated him; he always spuke 
of his nephew in kindest manner and said 
his only fault was his retiring disposition; 
that he ought to go round moro and bring 
business to tho store; saw nothing to lead 
me to suppose that he was of unsound 
mind; have hoard a great deal but never 
saw anything wrong about him myself. 

Mr. Pooley read an .afiBdavit of witness 
in the suit of Reynolds byhis next friend 
Holmes against Batcholor, which iiirrated 
the particulars of an interview with Mr. 
Rithot, the object of tho counsel being to 
show that witness had taken anactivcpart 
and interest in Reynolds' affairs. 

Mr. Pooley — Are you not aware that 
this affidavit was filed by you to defeat a 
bill that had been filed to prevent tho 
notes Batchel'U' held being paid on the 
ground that they Avere obtained by fraud ( 
Cross-examined by Mr. Pooley— Re- 
member tho action of Reynolds by liis 
friend Holmes. 

jNIr. Pooley read an affidavit of witness 
suit of Reynolds by his next friend 
Holmes detailing substance of a conver- 
sation with Mr Rithet on the subject of 
Reynolds' affairs to show that he had tak- 
en an active interest in Reynolds' aSitirs. 

Witness— This aSidavit was filed to pre- 
vent the upsetting of a bill that had boon 
filed. 

Were you not aware that tho affidavit 
was intended to defeat a bill to prevent 
Batohclor's notes being paid on the ground 
that they were obtained by fraud 1 

Witness replied that he would have tak- 
en the same steps if Batchelor had not 
been his son in law; he would assist any 
one under tho same oircumstanou.i; would 
not have gone security for Reynolds had 
it not been for my son in law; when Rey- 
nolds came down from Chemainus I met 
him with a carriage- and took him to 
Batchelor's; he was afraid to como ashore; 
if I thought Batchelor- owed Reynolds a 
cant I would givo him the money to pay 
it; I took great interest in getting the 
notes duo Batchelor paid; I saw Reynolds 
frequently; never told him he ought to bo 
shanghaed; it never struck me that his 
fear of being shanghaed was evidence of 
insanity; didu'i; know that any ono was 
prevented from "seeing Reynolds; I have 
advanced considerable money in the mat- 
ter; I paid §3000 for equity of redemp- 
tion for Batchelor; noticed nothing strange 
in Reynolds' conduct; as a rule he be- 
haved nicely; had no reason for believing 
that Reynolds was hostile to Batchelor 
before June. 1878; don't think Batchelor 
spent more than' the amount that ho debit- 
ed himself with. 

To the Ohief Justice— Believe that Rey- 



Holmes and wanted to avoid p.iyment of 
the debt to Batchelor; I don't believe that 
Reynolds waff over crazy; he wanted to get 
hold of Holmes' money and cheat Batche- 
lor; I may be wrong, but that is tho con- 
struction I put upon it. ■ ' 

Court adjourned till 11* o'clock on Fri- 
day.

Many people 
think it is I|a^.:t^^ England should have 
to pay £15;()00 for the acts of a few Now- 
foundlandlers, and ask why Newfound- 
land should not bo called upon to foot the 
bill out of the §500,000 she pocketed as 
her share of the Halifax award ; while 
others hold that Mr. Blaine should take 
tho money out of the surplus he has on 
hand from the Alabama award. Tho Timez 
says that all such questions are uniformly 
decided against England, and the arbitra- 
tors are always sura to conclude that the 
safest course is to draw upon tho English 
taxpayer. The Canadian government will 
no doubt urge its claims against the Un- 
ited States now under tho treaty ot Wash- 
ington. Canadian lobsters are admitted 
free into the United States, but the Mass- 
achusetts fishermen circumvented that 
provision by inducing tho Washington 
government to clap a duty on the lobster 
cans.
